HERE IS ONE METHOD 

One method is to apply the dust 
in a rotating mixer, such as a 
drum with a diagonal axel or a 
cement mixer. Then spray the seed 
with from one quarter pint to one- 
half gallon of water. 

Another system is to apply the 
lindane as a suspension of wetta- 
ble powder, or solution, or as 
a slurry when slurry equipment 
is available. 

Tomatoes should be treated with 
leight ounces of 25 per cent lind- 
Jane or five and one-third ounces 
of 75 per cent material per 100 
Ibs. of seed. 

Beans need only two to four 
ounces of 2% per cent of 2/3 to 
1 1/3 ounces of 75 per cent lindane 
per 100 lbs. of seed. 

A HOME FREEZER IS TO USE 

One of the hardest lessons for 
many women to learn is to use 
the food stored in their home 
freeer, according to Home Advisor, 
Allene M. Foote, of the Univer- 
sity of California Agricultural Ex- 
tension Service.

Total consumption in the 
United States has increased from 
two billion nine hundred dozen 
in 1925 to four billion five hundred 
million in 1948 and now amounts 
to 878 eggs per man, woman and 
child annually. 

Dr. Henry Sherman, noted Pro- 
fessor of chemistry at Columbia 
University says: “Meat does not 
take the place of milk and eggs 
as a source of vitamins and miner- 


als.” Let us take a look at a large ! 


egg that weighs about 2 ounces or 
1144 pounds per dozen. It will 
cost the consumer about 50 cents 
per dozen or 34 cents per pound. 
It is all edible there being no 
bone or fat. By weight it will 
consist of two-thirds egg white 
and one-third yolk. The egg white 
contains water, proteins, minerals 
and 75 micrograms of ribo- 
flavin.

sium, sodium and calcium. The 
egg proteins consist of some twen- 
ty different types of amino acids. 
With such a variety of minerals, 
vitamins and proteins, you have 
one of the most complete foods 
available. The best sources for 
growth of the young are 
and egg proteins. The fact that 
an egg without the addition of 
anything from the outside except 
heat, will produce a chick so 
perfect that it will walk and eat 
like an adult bird, suggest that 
the egg must contain substances 
which are very complete and suf- 


and minerals. 
HIGH IN VITAMINS 

Ten to 12 per cent by weight 
consists of egg fats. Besides being 
high in vitamin A and mineral 
value, these fats are already in 
an emulsified condition and can 


| be digested in the stomach as well 


as in the intestinal tract. “Most 
fats must be emulsified in the 
small intestines by the bile from 
the liver before they can be diges- 
ted. But egg fats being emulsified 
are thus capable of a higher de- 
gree of digestion. One-fourth of the 
egg fats contain pnosphorous in 
the form of phospholifids.

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Shattuck In 


— Blast At Howser 


The people of California, Dem- 
ocrats and Republicans alike, are 
disgusted with the evasive tactics 
and the smokescreen thrown up 
by the incumbent Attorney Gener- 
al, Edward S. Shattuck, candidate 
for Attorney General, told a meet-

SAN FRANCISCO—The horde 
of anglers headed for lakes and 
streams in the California counties 
which opened April 29 for a six- 
month trout fishing season will 
find there prospects generally 
good. 

So say the wardens of the Divi- 
sion of Fish and Game 
annual advance round-up of ex- 
pected conditions for the 
trout fishing season. But with the 
practiced restraint of the veteran 
fisherman, they agree that weather 
conditions could change the out- 


look for the first two weeks after | 


cr Day.” 
The early season opening ap- 


plies to Tahoe, Donner, Boca, Pills- | 


bury, Almanor, Batt, and Bucks 
lakes; the Pit River and tribu- 
taries in ‘Lassen County; Stone, 
Big, Freshwater and Clam Beach 
lagoons in Humboldt County; and 
waters in all counties except Del 
Norte, Lassen, Plumas, Sierra, 
Mariposa, Nevada, Placer, El Dor- 
ado, Amador, Tuolumne, Calaveras 
and Alpine counties. 

Trout fishing begins May 27 in 
the remainder of the State. An- 
nual stream closures will limit 
fishing in additional waters 
throughout the year. 

In most southern and south 
coastal counties, wardens repeated 
their annual lament: streams are 
low and most of the fish caught 
will have been planted by the Di- 
vision of Fish and Game. 

Where accessible, water in the 
higher mountain country should 
pay off with full creels. Most 
roads above the 
were reported closed or in bad 
condition, with many lakes frozen 
over. 

By counties, wardens viewed the 
early fishing prospects as follows: 

BUTTE—Good. Streams in nor- 
thern section clear and not too 
high. 

FRESNO-—Fair. Streams high. 
Shaver, Hume, and Sequoia lakes 
best. 

GLENN—Fair to poor. Streams 

high and muddy. Fair salmon fish- 
ing. 
HUMBOLDT—Good. Early sea- 
son fishing permitted only in four 
coastal lagoons and tributaries of 
the Klamath River. 

KERN—Good. Streams high. 
Best fishing in Kern River and 
small streams. 

LOS ANGELES—Good in early 
season. Heavey planting of fish. 

MADERA—Good to fair. Waters 
high but clear. Back country roads 
closed. 

MARIN—Good. Reservoirs hea- 
vily stocked. Permits required in 
some. 

MENDOCIN O—Poor. 
streams open April 29. 

MODOC—-Fair to Poor. Streams 
too high. Best bets: Ballard, Clear 
lakes. 

MONO—Good. \Early lake thaw 
and snow runoff. Heavy fish plant. 

MONTEREY—Good to fair. Sec- 
tions of Carmel, Big Sur, and Ar- 
royo Seco rivers look good.

The word Dixieland evolved from 
a ten dolar bill issued many years 
ago by a New Orleans bank which 
had the word DIX printed in large 
letters on one side. Because of 
this bill, the word “Dixie” or ‘‘Dix- 
ieland’ meant New Orleans long 
before it was used as general name 
for the South. It was this desig- 
nation which gave a name £0 hot 
jazz played by New Orleans musi- 
cians, and it applies nowadays 
specifically to improvised hot mu- 
sic as played by small five of six 
piece orchestras. 

The derivation of the white Dtx- 
ieland style goes back to Jack 
Laine, whose .ragtime sband was 
a popular New Orleans group ‘a@- 
round 1900..Offshoots of this ‘band 
began to venture North, Hast and 
West, and included Tom Brown's 
Band from Dixieland, which played 
at the Lamb’s Cafe in Chicago. 
This group led eventually to the 
Original Dixieland Jazz Band, 
which made history at Reisenweb- 
er's in New York, and whose Vic-
